All that is changed now. The de- 
pression of 1929 readjusted the 
American servant question, which 
used to be a topic of conversation 
at any tea or bridge party. One can 
get all the servants- wanted’ and at 
far more reasonable wages, and the 
maids one gets are, as a rule, more 
capable than those in England. 

GOOD COOKS ‘ 
‘ The maid .most,in demand is the 
genera] worker, who does all the 
housework, cooks extremely. well, 
does all the: light washing and can 
manage a dinner for six or eight 
people, cooking and serving it her- 
self, even making the cocktails. 
Sometimes a cleaning woman.comes 
in once or twice a' week or the 
mistress .of- the household. helps 
with dusting and bed making, 

Most general servants live: in, 
but occasionally they. prefer to|n 
share .a flat with another girl or 
they are .married women whose 
husbands start out to work early 
and come in late. 

They are of all nationalities, Eng- 
lish, Irish, Austrian, German, Swe- 
dish and French, but never Ameri- 
can, unless one counts the great 
number ‘of negroes who go out as 
servants. The whité American, how- 
ever poor _she_is, will_not. become 
a servant, The only places you find 
them are in ‘small towns and vil- 
lages, and they are regarded as-part 
of the family,. 
but quite as an older. sister would. 
They must be treated ‘as equals.

Schools started for servants in the 
US.A., but they have never been 


particularly successful for the rea- 
son that the American woman is so 
good a housewife that she can train 
a.gervant herself: She is evry house- 
proud, so no ‘signs of careless 
sweeping and dusting. escapé her, 
and: American home. ¢ookery is pro- 
bably better as or good as any in 
the world. 


If she is left suddenly servant- 


less she can: turn to and manage 
until she gets another maid. And 
many a young woman takes cares 
of her own little flat entirely, cooks 
delicious -meals, and then dons a 
char ming gown and a careful make- 
up‘ and goes. off to a dance. : 

. Many such houséwives- have 
come from luxurious homes, and 
have never been taught the rudi- 
ments of housewifery; others from 
simpler homes haye helped their 
mothers out in emergencies and 
learned from, them. ‘Others have 
gone to training schools for brides- 
to-be and learned | cookery and 
housework. . -

Q. A. A. MacFadyen at the 
aden Police Court this morn- 
ing with possession’ of three 
swords, two daggers, four spear- 
heads and four “fighting” irons, 
without, the lawful permission of 
the Commissioner of Police. 

Ng, boxing instructor of the Yuk 
Chi School and the Ching Wah Ath- 
letic Club, stated that he bought 
the implements in Canton and was 
allowed to bring them to the Colony 
last year. Since last December 
the implements were not used. 
They were wrapped up and placed 
in his cubicle at No, 160, Temple 
Street. 

Sergeant Pope said he was not.

The Magistrate, imposing a fine 
of $10 explained to defendant that 
such implements, not licenced, 
could easily be disposed of and falf 
into the hands of criminally-mind- 
ed persons.

There was another interesting finish 
in the fourth race, the first section 
of the Peiho Handicap. Election Time 
(Mr. Colson), which paid the big 
dividend at the last meeting, had to 
be ‘hard held on the outside, and the 
start of the race saw it among the 
crowd in the lead. :

McCormick Sets Up A 
Record 


APaE Australian team are rot worry- 

ing about E. L. MeCormick’s 
extraordinury sequence of no-balls 
against Worcestershire on May 3——nor 
is McCormick himself. : 

The fast bowler made cricket 
history in his first spells of bhow- 
ling in England by sending down 
the unprecedented number of 30 
no-balls in the course of 13 overs. 
In Worcester’s first innings he was 

no-balled 24 times. Of these deliveries 
16 were not scored off and the remain- 
ing eight yielded 18 runs: 

In the second innings there were six 
no-balls, of which three were not scor- 
ed off. The other three gave 13 runs. 

His eight overs in the first innings 
yielded 44 runs but no wicket. 

The first spell by. McCormick, who 
is described by Don Bradman as the 
fastest bowler Australia has brought 
over since the war, was: phenomenal. 
The record was: 


FIRST OVER.—NO-BALLED 8 

TIMES; 14 BALLS IN ALL. 

SECOND OVER.—NO-BALLED 
9 TIMES; BALLS SENT 
DOWN. 

THIRD OVER.—8 BALLS 

BOWLED; TWO NO-BALLS. 

Then Bradman took him off. In his 
second spell of five .6vers McCormick 
found his:proper run, but he was again 
no-balled five times.

_ McCormick, who is the humorist of 
the touring side, treated the matter ag 
a joke againat himself.

He could not get the 
rhythm of-his long run, and often went 
a boot over the line when delivering 
the ball. :
